Quarantine Measures. 

The Cuban quarantine service on September 29, 1916, declared 
the removal of quarantine against the ports of Mexico as previously 
established on account of cholera. On the same date quarantine was 
established against the State of Vera Cruz, Mexico, on account of 
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yellow fever, in extension of the quarantine previously established 
against the States of Yucatan, Campeche, and Tabasco, on account 
of that disease. 

Under date of October 4, 1916, the Cuban quarantine service sus- 
pended the quarantine previously declared against the ports of the 
Republic of Colombia situated on the Atlantic (Caribbean) coast, on 
account of yellow fever. 

GREAT BRITAIN.
